DECISION AND ORDER 


The Board, meeting at its offices in Concord, New Hampshire, 

on October 8, 1992, took the following actions: 


1. 	 It heard opening arguments in this case 

and made preliminary inquiries of the 

parties after which it permitted the 

parties a recess. 


2 .  	 After the recess, it GRANTED the parties'
joint request for a continuance, to remain 
in effect until January 1, 1993. 

3 .  	 At any time prior to January 1, 1993, 
either or both parties may petition to 
reopen this hearing. If neither side 
petitions to reopen these proceedings
before January 1, 1993, this case shall 
be administratively dismissed from the 
Board's docket. 

4 .  	 If a further hearing is required in this 
case, both this pending unfair labor 
practice filed by the Firefighters and the 
Town's Motion f o r  Declaratory Judgment
shall be joined for hearing. 
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5. 	 Negotiations are to be ongoing during the 

term of the continuance.
